VANZETTI GLUM 
AFTER INTERVIEW’ 
GOVERNOR 


Faller

Boston, Mass., July 22.—(#)—The 
man who alone holds the lives of the 
two men in his hand today interviewed 
in the state prison in Charlestown 
Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti, 
awaiting execution for murder. Gov. 
Alvan T. Fuller went to the prison and 
talked to the two condemned men and 
also Celestino Madeiros, also sentenced 
to die, who some months ago made a 
“ confession’ exonerating, Sacco and 
Vanzetti. 


The governor refused to make any 
statement after he had spent fifteen 
minutes each with Sacco and Madeiros 
and an hour with Vanzetti. He left thé 
prison hurriedly and returned to the 
state -house. * 


Vanzetti Is Confident. 


Only one clew to the matter of the 
conferences was gleaned by watchers. 
Zanzetti, who faced Judge Webster 
Thayer boldly when he and Sacco were 
condemned to death, today entered the 
warden’'s office at the prison to meet 
the governor with the same confidence. 
There ‘was no sign of weakness from 
the six day fast endured by him and 
Sacco in protest against the methods 
of the, governor’s inquiry into their 
case. But it was a different Vanzetti 
from the office ag hour 
Watchers at the prison said that 
Vanzetti, who had entered erect and 
with firm tread, shuffled out with 
shoulders bowed and head cast down, 
the picture of depression. On this fact 
the rumor spread that the interview 
had been unsatisfactory to the con- 
demned mena. 

The governor first called for Ma- 
respite to Aug. 10. Madeiros, convict- 
ed of the murder of a bank cashier 
in Wrentham, asserted while in jail 
that a gang with which he was associ- 
ated committed the South Braintree

For 
the first time since July 1, when he 
was removed to the prison from Ded- 
ham jail, Sacco saw the light of day 
las he crossed the prison yard.

VIENNA RADICALS 
REFUSE OUST 
MAYOR FOR RIOTS 


Socialists to Bury More 
Comrades Today. |

VIENNA, Austria, July 22.—The 
municipal council, overwhelmingty So- 
cialist, today flatly rejected a motion 
by the communists to discharge the 
city police and Burgomaster Seitz. The 
defeat of the motion indicates that a 
big rift already° has developed in the 
Socialist ub al the riots 
last week, when eighty-seven persons 
were killed in battles between Social- 
ists and communists on the one side 
and police and troops on the other. 
Most of the police themselves are So- 
cialists. 

The moderate Socialists are inclin- 
ing to the view of Premier Seipel’s 
government, which holds that a peace- 
ful demonstration was turned into vio- 
lence by the communists. 

_ Say Girls Led Riots. . 

Witnesses descriptions show that 
many of the riot leaders were young 
girls who, accusing the men of coward- 
ice, filled bottles at a nearby gasoline 
station and fired the palace 6 justice, 
and then later egged the men on to 
action against the po with taunts 
of “ Cowards—we the Palace of 
Justice—we will fight the police if you 
have not the courage.” 

Chief of Police Schober denies 
charges published in a workers’ paper 
this morning thatthe police used soft 
point bullets. He has appointed a com- 
mission to make an inquiry. 

Tomorrow thirty more Socialists 
slain in the riots will be buried. Four 
policemen and an army lieutenant 
were buried yesterday. 

Communists Jail Themsetves. 


BATISLAVA, Czecho-Slovakia, July 
22.—(/) — Twenty-three Communists 
unintentionally jailed themselves here 
today after conducting a demonstra- 
tion of sympathy for the Vienna 
workmen slain in last week’s riots. 

After a meeting the Communists 
‘went to the jail and demanded the im- 
mediate release of some of their com- 
rades. When their demands increased 
in violence the prison gates suddenly 
opened. The manifestarnts rushed in- 
side carrying sticks and other wea- 


pons. The gates closed behind them 


and they were thrown into cells.
